In response to the Office Action dated September 14, 2004, the Applicant hereby elects 
claims 19-28 and 53-56, which are drawn to the spherical magnetic field source species, which the 
Examiner identified as a patentably distinct species, without traverse, for further examination. 



Claims 1-56 are now in the case. No new claims have been added. 

The Examiner required a restriction to one of four groups of inventions, under 35 USC § 
121. According to the Examiner, the application includes claims directed to the following 
patentably distinct species of the claimed invention:
